the heat, not the sensation of heat, but 
the heat itself.

doubta that have hU tub, with its shal- 
low depth and width, filled with spring 
water, or water with a good 
block of 


ice in it, ai d placed in his bedroorn.aod 
mark is half au hour how many degrees 
the thermometer has talleu. 
It ought 


to be six degrees at least, and will be 
eight if he is not stingy with his ice, 
and the improvement, equivalent in 
comfort to a fire on a winter's night, 
will last for hours. 
If that 
H still in- 


sufficient, let hiui throw up his bed- 
room windows, lasten an old blanket or 
traveling rug across tbe space, and 
drench that well with water, and in fire 
minutes the air in the room will be re- 
duced to that water's 
temperature. 


Never miud about breeze. 
The air will 


seek the cooler place of itself, without 
being driven in from the outside, and 
the temperature will decline almost in- 
atantaneeusly to u reasonable point. 
Not one of these expedients necessitates 
an; architectural improvements, or any 
change of habits, or any expense what- 
ever, though a shilling or two laid out 
on ice will make the improvement more 
rapid, and in case of a sick room,or an; 
one who really suffers from beat — suf- 
fers as if in sickness, we mean, will be 
money well laid out. And so in the case 
of little children, especially, will a few 
shillings on the sheet of woven cane — 
we have unfortunately forgotten the 
trade name — which is used in the hot- 
test corners of Kast India and China 
for pillow-cases and fiofa covers. 
The

will not get warm, and every other 
covering that we are acquainted with 
will. 
It keeps perfectly dry, cannot get 


dirty, and can be procured aa soft ts 
any covering that was ever placed on a 
mattresa.

of wholesome water, wetted blankets 
for window cartainB,and a sheet of cane, 
no one ought to be rendered sleepless 
by beat, or indeed, unless he persists in 
_orj:ing himself with the fosd which he 
needs only in cold weather, to tuff r any 
appreciable discomfort.

On these, the only material 
points in the ease, Messrs. Palmer and 
Trumbull furnish no information. They 
make the point that in several cases 
the report of violence and intimidation 
at certain polls did not accompany tho 
returns .but was furnished afterward, 
and that subsequent to the election tes- 
timony was received showing that such 
violence and intimidation had existed. 
The objection is not to tha sufficiency 
of the testimony to establish the fact, 
but to the time when it was received 
This also is a technicality not going to 
the merits. 


The Democratic Committee also ob- 


ject that the Returning Board announ 
ced the totals for the Electors and did 
not give the vote of parishes, so that it 
could be seen what they counted and 
what they excluded.

At all events,, 
the burden of proof is now on the 
democrats, with the prima facie case 
against them. Under ordinary circum- 
stances the certificates of Electoral col- 
leges are accepted as conclusive, and it 
requires the strongest rebutting evi- 
dence to impeach their validity. 


The democrats will make a vigorous 


struggle in Congress to have the cer- 
fied votes of Louisiana thrown out, but 
we doubt whether they themselves have 
any expectation of suceess. They may 
gam a party advantage by agitating the 
subject and parading evidences of fraud, 
but it is against all probability that 
they will succeed in making Mr. Til- 
den the next president of the United 
States.

The 


New York banks' 
loans have varied 


sametimes $5»000,000 or 810,000000 
i week; in one week last May during a 
p*ni<'. ihe loans of tbe Bank ot Eng- 
land rose over $50,000,000,and reached 
1155000,000, or more than half the 
highest sum ever reached by the fifty- 
uiue associited banks of New York. 
The greatness of deposits is remarkably 
especially as the bank pays no interest 
ua them and is surrounded by institu- 
tions that do. 
Another not less re- 


markable faot is that nearly 40 per cent, 
of there deposit*—atone time nearly 
$50,000,060—was placed in bank by 
private bankers, despite the lack of in- 
terest. 
All these things show what is 


the teil function ot this vast establish- 
ment—security. 
So desirable is safety, 


thai the owners of 8150,000,800 prefer 
to keep it in the banks' vaults without 
interest, rather than trust it elsewhere.
